Frau Cosima Wagner, widow of the famous 


composer, Richard Wagner, is 'living in poverty 
according to recent reports from Berlin. Frau 
Wagner has been making her home in the 
beautiful mansion in Bayreuth, Bavaria, where 
she and her husband spent so many happy and 
turbulent years. It is said that Frau Cosima 
can no longer maintain this home and has been 
reduced to the sale of the family curios to buy 
food. 


When the composer died in 3883, he left 


an estate, in marks and income, which a nomit- 
cd to the equivalent of about .$300,000. 
Frau 


Wagner and her son, Siegfried, were co-lega- 
tees in equal parts under Wagner's will. 
Tho- 


present condition of poverty is not unexpected 
in view of the almost unbelievable-depreciation 
of the mark and the fact that all copyrights 
on Wagner operas have expired. 


Frau Cosima is now 84 years old and her life 


since the death of her hus-band has been trou- 
bled in many ways. Her efforts to maintain 
hold on "Parsifal" as an income producer led 
her into many difficulties without gaining 
her 


end. In fact, that particular work brought her 
more trouble than anything else. The govern- 
ment would not renew her copyrights, and she 
banned several s-ingers fCom her company who 
had p'.ayed in Conried's production of "Parsi- 


fal" 
in the United States. 


Another altercation arose when Frau Cosima 


published the letters of Wagner to Lilii Leh- 
man,. without that lady's consent. And still 
another disappointment was to be met 
when 


the kaiser refused the use of the Royal Theater 
and Opera House for the great celebration in 
honor o£ Wagner in 1-903. 


In 1914 Frau Wagner announced that she 


intended to. present the entire Wagner herit- 
age, including the mansion, the theater and all 
the original Wagner '.scores and other manu- 
scripts in possession of the family, to the state 
as a perpetual memorial, but apparently the 
war prevented and now all of these things will 
be sold to house'and feed the aged woman dur- 
ing the evening of her long and troubled life.

flooded with letters, telegrams, pamphlets, in- 
spired resolutions and all sorts of publicity 
ui-ging the members to vote for the subsidy. 
This propaganda was financed by the big ship- 
ping interests. 


Congressman J. D. Beck received one 
of 


there letters from Alfred F. James, president 
of the Northwestern National Insurance com- 
pany of Milwaukee. 
The following is Mr. 


Beck's reply to Mr. James' letter: 


"I note you say 'this business is looking to 


you,' etc., and asking me to support the ship 
subsidy suggesting that it- is to the interests 
of Wisconsin to have a ship subsidy. In reply 
to this I will say that I cannot comply with 
your request. I voted against thc ship subsidy 


I and will do all in my power to defeat it. 


"I believe I am perfectly capable of know- 


ing what is for the interests oC thc people of 
Wisconsin. A ship subsidy must be paid in 
wealth. Whenever a subsidy o£ any kind- is 
paid the expense reverts back to thc farmer and 
wage earner who produce the wealth. Those 
two classes' of people arc already being taxed 
to death and whenever business interests like
